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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in this 
application have been allowed because the prior art does not disclose a system for facilitating the 
delivery of water to a plurality of cage level barrier-type cages disposed at a laboratory facility 
site, the system including a bag filling apparatus constructed and arranged to provide filled bags 
of water at a clean side of the laboratory facility site and a plurality of valves for insertion into 
the bags of water for dispensing water to one or more animals housed in the cages. A method 
for facilitating the delivery of water to a plurality of cage level barrier-type cages that includes 
the steps of providing the above elements to the clean side of a laboratory facility site also was 
not disclosed or rendered obvious by the prior art.
